After the reading of the reports con 
stderablti time was devoted to a dls 
cuBaton of them and the effect of th

A. U. Mungar.then read a paper o 


the mode of planting, cultivating 
marketing the Lucretla dewberry. Th 
paper was as follows: 


"Prepare the ground by plowing deep 


and cultivating until the dirt Is thor 
oughly pulverised.. Set the plants abm 
three inches deep and four feet apart 
in rows, leaving a apace of six fee 
between the rows. Plant between th 
15th day of February and th« 15th o 
March. 
Irrigate aa often as onoe 


month, always thoroughly cultivatln 
after each irrigation. 
By so doing 


sufficient growth'is secured to prOduc 
a good crop the second year. 
Iirime 


diately after the first fall, rain, gen 
eralty in October, the vines should be 
pruned by cutting back within about 
sixteen Inches of the bast of the Vint 


"In February of 
the second yeai 


plow between the rows wJth a smal 
one-horse plow, turning the' furrow 
towards the vine*, but using a shiel 
so as not to cover them. Follow Imme 
dtately with a hoe, drawing the dtr
